Texas Doctor, Married, 
Fires Shots After His

Waxahachie, Texas, April 30.—(4) 
Refusal of Mrs. Lola B:; Roller, a 
19-year-old divorcee, to encourage the 
attentions of a married suitor, Dr. 
Harry F. Dowling, of Temple, 
Texas, a veterinarian, resulted in the 
death of the couple here today, Dow- 
ling falling before a bullet fired by 
H. J.. Hempkins after the doctor had 
shot Mrs. Roller three times. 

Five hours after the tragedy a 
grand jury declined to indict Hemp- 
kins, who is Mrs. Roller’s uncle. 

Mrs. Roller had been working in 
Temple, Texas, about three months, 
and came to Waxahachie several days 
ago, relatives said, to escape Dr. 
Dowling’s attentions. 

This afternoon when he was re- 
fused admission the suitor forced his 
way into the home. Hempkins imme- 
diately ran to his grocery, adjacent to 
the house, and returned with a pis- 
tol, accompanied by Sheriff John 
Davenport. The sheriff sought to 
wrest Dowling’s revolver from his 
hand, but the doctor fired three times, 
striking Mrs. Rolier in the head and 
chest. Hempkins, who was behind the 
sheriff, reached around him and fired 
once into the doctor's body. 

Dowling. 45 years old, is survived 
by his widow, who lives in Temple. 
Mrs. Roller is survived by her 
mother, who lives in Childress, where 
Mrs. Roller made her home. before 
obtaining her divorce 14 months ago.

Washington, April 30.—(4)— Demo- 
cratie party leaders, intent upon _re- 
covering in the 1930 congressional 
elections some of the ground lost last 
year, have decided to open permanent 
headquarters in Washington under (i- 
rection of Jouett Shouse, of Kansas.

mittee. 

Formal announcement of this move 
was made here today by John J. Ras 
kob, chairman of the democratic na- 
tional committee, who at the same 
time said he had succeeded in re- 
ducing the party deficit of $1,550.000 
to about $800,000, “with every 
cation of a further reduction to under 
$500,000 with the next fortnight.” 

Raskob to Keep Post. 

Replying to questions put to him 
by newspaper correspondents after he 
had read his formal statement, the 
national chairman said he had no in- 
tention of relinquishing his post and 
expected to be very active in party 
affairs, 

Chairman Raskob said that after 
many conferences with members of 
the executive and advisory committees 
he had reached the conclusion “that 
the party’s interests can be advanced 
best by the opening of permanent and 
adequate headquarters in Washington 
and the conducting of active organi- 
zation work 365 days in the year.” 

The chairman's announcement was 
made after he had held an 
conference with a large number of 
democratic senators, including Sena- 
tor Robinson of Arkansas, floor leader 
in the senate, and party candidate for 
the vice presidency in the 1928 elec- 
tions, and Senator Harrison, of Mis- 
sissippi, who had a prominent part in 
the last campaign.

Take Next Step 


Geneva, April 30.—(4)—Washing- 
ton and not Geneva will decide the 
next concrete step in reduction of 
naval armaments if the prevailing im- 
pression here is in accord with facts. 

The White House, the Washington 
state department and Downing street 
are believed to be agreed that a pre- 
liminary agreement between’ the 
United States and Great Britain on 
general lines is wise before there are 
further public naval discussions at 
the preliminary disarmament confer- 
ence here, 

Failure of the tripartite naval pact 
is held up as a warning that there 
must be no further collapse as a re- 
sult of lack of suitable preparations. 

Conversations Seen. _ 

Geneva, therefore is guessing that 
Sir Esme Howard, British ambassa- 
dor at Washington, is talking or will 
talk with Secretary of State Stimson, 
and perhaps with .President Hoover 
directly, about the political aspect of 
the Anglo-American naval problem. 

One or more of the _ delegations 
would like all the naval experts to get 
together for an examination of the 
American proposal for tackling the 
naval problem through guesses of 
equivalent .tonnage. Perhaps even 
such conversations will be adojurned 
until the viewpoints of London and 
Washington have been brought to- 
gether close enough fo eliminate all 
probability of a misunderstanding. 

It is believed that if Great Britain 
and the United States are in substan- 
tial accord on naval matters, the dele- 
gations can go forward more confi- 
dently. ie 
Bar Navy Cut Discussion. 

Present opinion is to the effect that 
naval reductions will not be: discussed 
until the next session of the prepara- 
tory commission, which the majority 
of delegates hope will not be convoked 
until autumn. — ; 

This would give an opportunity to 
all the nations with big navies to scru- 
tinize and weigh the American sug- 
gestions. ‘Tokyo will want time to 
study them at leisure, and France and 
Italy must think of equivalent values 
of tonnage not only in relation to each 
other, but also with reference to their 
neighbor, Spain. : 

The smaller countries with modest 
fleets are beginning to wonder when

“With this information it appears 
tlLat the emergency revenue imme- 
diately needed, and which will have 
to be provided by the general assem- 
bly in the session of 1929, is that 
amount which will absorb the total 
deficit of $4,295,046.65. 

“Discovery of the amount of reve- 
nue needed for the emergency turns 
attention to the question of sources 
from which the funds may be derived, 
with the least pressure upon and dis- 
turbance to business. 


“Your committee has discussed and 
considered numerous possible sources 
of ‘emergency revenue,’ after having 
reached the conclusion that this com- 
mittee will make only such recom- 
mendations as are calculated, if adopt- 
ed, to raise merely sufficient funds to 
meets the emergency.

“The items herein submitted carry 
such estimates of yield as it is pos- 
sible to make with the information 
at hand, and will not fully absorb 
the apparent aggregate deficit, unless 
the general assembly, should it adopt 
them, may see fit to make the per 
centages larger than suggested, but 
this committee has endeavored to use 
conservative figures merely as a guide. 
It is not the judgment of this com- 
mittee that any proposal or sugges- 
tion should be submitted to the gen- 
eral assembly which, if adopted, would 
have the tendency to raise more than 
is absolutely required to meet exist- 
ing financial conditions, or which 
would be an imposition of a greater 
burden of taxation than actual neees- 
sity at the present time demands, 


“This committee does believe that a 
rigid practice of further economies in 
every branch of government, an 
amendment to existing laws so as to 
make available at once all unexpend- 
ed balances of all departments, with- 
out exemptions, will materially tend 
toward relieving’ the present fiscal 
condition of the state: and that a 
more rigid enforcement in all respects 
of the present collection laws through- 
out the whole state will make up the 
difference between the vield from sug- 
gested emergency revenue and the ap- 
parent aggregate deficit as herein 
shown. 

“Your committee would recommend 
and suggest that the adoption of any 
or all 6& the suggestions herein con-

The sub-committee on administra- 
tion ‘reported as follows: 

“The strength, fairness and effi- 
ciency of any system of taxation is 
dependent upon the kind of adiminis- 
tration given to such system. In 
recommending to the governor and the 
general assembly changes in the tax 
system of Georgia which will “‘more 
fairly and equitably distribute the tax 
burden, reach such classes of property 
as now fail to bear a just proportion 
of the tax load and make for greater 
efficiency and economy in the reve- 
nues of the state,’ we are convinced 
that no changes which we may rec- 
ommend would or could materially 
improve the present system with»sut 
a complete reorganization, co-ordina- 
tion and consolidation of the various 
units of our tax administration ma- 
chinery. Without a strongly central- 
ized and efficient administrative ma-

“We now have in Georgia four sep- 


of the largest sources of revenue is 
administration of this tax, with all of 
its ramifications and complications is 
at present lodged in the office of 
the secretary of state, who is ex-officio 
commissioner of motor vehicles. It 
is a rather anomalous situation that 
the secretary of state as commissioner 
of motor vehicles collects this license 
tax from all who pay voluntarily, 
while under the law the commissioner 
of revenue collects the tax from those 
who do not pay voluntarily. 

“The second major division of our 
tax administration machinery is lodg- 
ed in the office of the state tax com- 
missioner, which office has charge of 
the machinery for collecting the in- 
heritance tax.

license taxes, He has charge of the 
eoliection of taxes levied against: in- 
surance companics; the assessment 
and collection of taxes against the 
public utility corporations; and the 
general assembly in 1927 placed upon 
the comptroller general the duty of 
collecting the petroleum products tax, 
which is. the second largest source of 
revenue which the state has.

“The fourth major division is lodged 
in the office of the commissioner of 
revenue. The collection of the cigar 
and cigarette taxes and special occu- 
pational taxes is the main function of 
this office. In addition this office is 
charged with the duty of collecting 
from delinquents the motor vehicle 
license tax and also to collect the 
fixed license fees which delinquents 
failed to pay to the local tax collec- 
tors.

ORDER 1S EFFECTIVE!

State Is Divided Into Three 
Zones Under Federal 
Order. 


Orlando, Fla., April 30.—(4)—The 
limited quarantine, imposed on Flor- 
ida by the federal government to 
stamp out ,the Mediterranean fruit 
fly, went into effect at midnight. 

The state is divided into three 
zones for the purpose of the quaran- 
tine. The first area is that where in- 
festation has been found. The second 
area consists of the territory for nine 
miles in every direction from the first 
zone. The third zone takes in the 
whole state of Florida. 

All citrus fruit must be destroyed in 
the first zone. Rigid inspections will 
be made of all fruits and vegetables 
before interstate shipments are allow- 
ed from the second er protective zone. 

In the third zone, all shipments also 
'will be subjected to rigid examination 
until officials have determined the 
limits of the infested area. 

While plant board workers, aided 
by federal authorities and citizens, 
continued their efforts toward eradica- 
tion of the fly in the infested sections, 
additional guards were thrown in the 
path of probable shipments of in- 
fested fruit. 

Company M. 124th infantry, Flor- 
ida National Guard, was ordered to 
guard the two bridges over the Au- 
cilla river in western Florida, near 
Monticello, to stop any bulk fruit 
which might be transported through 


without proper inspection. A tighter

secretary of the treasury looks to 
the man of ordinary gumption to 
be an exceedingly captious proceed- 
ing.

But trade and commerce now have 
such broad implications and such 
ramifications into almost every call- 
ing of life as to make the: meticu- 
lous application of the letter of the 
law absolutely prohibitive of any 
competent direction of the national 


treasury operations. It would prac- 
tically prevent any one but a high- 
way tramp or a poorhouse inmate 
from qualifying as secretary of the 
treasury. 

Under the laws as Senators Norris 
and Walsh interpret it George Wash- 
ington, while he could be president 
of the United States could not have 
been their secretary of the treasury, 
because he owned shares in corpo- 
rations and bequeathed them at his 
death to the nation for educational 
purposes. 


the United States now, is a very 
rich man and owns stocks in indus- 
trial enterprises; but Senators. Nor- 
ris and Walsh would not allow him 
to be secretary of the treasury, if 
they could apply the whole vigor of 
the law to him that they are invok- 
ing against Mellon.

Taking Over State Soldiers’ Homes. 


When I had referred to our efforts 
here in*Atlanta to secure here a 


branch of the National Soldiers and ' 


Sailors’ Home, for the veterans of all 
wars in the southeastern state, Con- 
gressman Johnson followed me and 
made a statement which should send 
a tremendous thrill of pleasure 
throughout the whole south. 


He ‘said he and his fellow-commit- 
feemen have it in contemplation, not 
at this special session of congress 
when no general legislation is to be 
permitted, ‘but in a regular session. 
to present an omnibus soldiers anid 
sailors’ home bill. The object of it 
will be to offer to take into the full 
charge aryl care of the general gov- 
ernment @ll the soldiers’ homes of the 
several sgites of the union. That will 
include tie state homes for federal 
soldiers fa the northern and western 
states and the homes for Confederate 
soldiers in all the southern _ states 
which have them. 


“The time has richly come,” said 
Johnson, “when the civil war should 
be felt no more than as honorable his- 
tory and when this whole united peo- 
ple should care for the aged and de- 
pendent Confederate veteran along 
and equally with his reconciled and 
friendly fellow-veteran of the: grand 
army !”

This development can certainly be 
traced to the four years of efforts put 
forth by our Atlanta Soldiers’ Home 
committee to secure such a home in 
or near Atlanta. Thus is a great 
faith and hard work rewarded for the 
whole south.

FOUR PERSONS KILLED 


N SHOOTING AT STL 


Two Men, Woman and Boy 
Are Victims of — 
Affray. 


Paintsville, Ky., April 30.—()—A 
sheriff, going into the hills to inves- 


tigate reports of a shooting, today 
met a horse-drawn sled, still a com- 
mon vehicle where roads are not good, 
and on it found the bodies of two men, 
a woman and a boy, as: well as a 
wounded man. All apparently were 
victims of a drunken quarrel which 
occurred far back in the hill country. 


On the sled was Wayne Hannah, 
32. wounded in the gun battle, lying 
beside the body of his brother, Wal- 
lace. Hannah, 34, and the bodies of 
Lee Gibson, 45; his wife, Cassie Gib- 
son. and their son, Bernie, 14. A 
neighbor, who was not involved in the 
shooting, was driving the sled. An- 
other man, Dennie Saylor, later was 
arrested in connection with the af- 
fair. He was shot through the arm. 

Authorities tonight were patching 
together the stories of Wayne Hannah 
and Saylor in an effort to recon- 
struct the tragedy. Hannah, doctors 
said, probably would die, leaving Say- 
lor as the only witness.

He said atmospheric con- 
ditions should not be the determin- 
ing consideration in selecting the site 
because of the new radio development, 
which will enable fliers to land even 
in a heavy fog.

ASSAULTER OF GIRL 
S GIVEN 21 YEARS

Baltimore, Md., April 30.—(A)—A 
sentence of 21 years in the penitenti- 
ary was imposed today on William 
A. Blake, convicted last week in crimi- 
nal court on a charge of assaulting 
an 18-year-old girl in March, 1928, 

With its verdict the jury had made 
a recommendation for mercy, which 
saved Blakesfrom imposition of the 
death penalty, the sentence he had 
been given at an earlier trial from 


which an appeal had been granted by 
the court of appeals. 

Blake was tried for assault on the 
young woman on a lonely road near 
her Hillside home on the morning of 
March 22, 1928, soon after she left 
a trolley car on her way home after 
a night’s work as telephone operator 
at a large manufacturing plant in 
Baltimore. 

He asked the court to “have mercy 
on me for my mother’s and wife's 
sake,” and Judge Samuel K. Dennis 
remarked in giving the sentence, that 
in the crime for which le was con- 
victed Blake seemed to have in mind 
anything but the welfare of his moth- 
er, wife and child.

‘Taber spoke in a sympo- 
sium on “The Relations of Chemistry 
and Agriculture.” 

In addition to discovering new 
uses for farm products as the raw ma- 
terials for industry Mr. Taber said 
agriculture looked to chemistry to 
find cheaper plant foods, such as ni- 
trogen; to find better ways of de 
tection of adulteration of foods; and 
to find more effective ways to combat 
the pests “that menace rural /pros- 
perity,” such as the corn bores, boll

Major T. P. Walker, of the Com- 
mercial Solvents Company, ‘Terre 
Haute, Ind., told of the use already 
made by industry of farm products 
and by-products. Corn, cotton, sugar 
and milk are the American farm 
products most frequently used in in- 
dustry, he said. Chemistry is not,

Graustein, of Boston, 
president of the International Paper 
and Power Company, testified betore 
the federal trade commission today 
that his company and its affiliated 
concerns had purchased stock in 13 
newspapers in various sections of the 
country. 

Appearing as a witness at the com- 


‘mission’s investigation of the recent 


purchase by his company of stock of 
the Boston Herald and the Traveler, 
Graustein declared the company’s 
stock holdings in newspapers were 
procured to obtain outlets for its 
newsprint paper products, The Inter- 
national Paper Company is a subsid- 
inry of the International Paper and 
Power Company. 

Mr. Graustein said the stock hold- 
ings in the newspapers were in no 
way associated with the hydro-elec- 
tric and power project of the paper 
and power company and its affiliated 
concerns. ' 

“There is not a case of a news- 
paper where we have the control,” he 
said, “and where the control is not in 
other hands.” 

“I have never met an editor of any 
of the papers,” he declared. “We 
have nothing to do and do not want 
to have anything to do with news and 
editorial policies. The only contact 
we have is with the newspapers’ busi- 
ness offices. We know there is the 
danger of suspicion of our controlling 
editorial policy and we feel we must 
keep 100 per cent clear of influenc- 
ing news and editorial policies.”

OLD MACON MOUNDS. 
MAY BE. REOPENED 


Smithsonian Institute Chief 
Announces Fact After Tour- 
ing Ocmulgee Field. 


Macon, Ga., April 30.—(#)—M. W. 
Stirling, chief of American ethnology 
of the Smithsonian institute, declared 
it “highly probable” that a field work- 
er will be sent to Macon in the next 
few months to reopen the mounds of 
old Ocmulgee town. 

Completing an all-day tour of the 
river mounds and Brown's mountain, 
nine miles south of the city, the eth- 
nologist stated the local deposits 
should contain relics of great inter- 
est. The mounds of the Creeks have 


never yet been scientifically explored. | 


While his inspection of the former 
Indian villages was neeessarily cur- 
sory, Mr. Stirling declared that the 
piles, im general, were classified as 
domiciliary, lookout and __ burial 
mounds. The Creeks followed the same 
practice in mound building as other 
tribes Of Muscogoynian Indians, he 
said, ; 

An investigation here by the Smith- 
sonian institute would be in the inter- 
est of determining the culture sequence 
of the Indians, by the skeletal mate- 
rial and pottery designs contained in 
the mounds, he explained. The eth- 
nologist gave the opinion that the 
mounds would yield valuable informa- 
tion to add to what has been learned 
from: other Muscogoynian mounds. 

Mr. Stirling Was accompanjed to 
the mounds of East Macon in the 
morning by General Walter.A. Harris, 
president of the Macon Historical, So- 
ciety; Dr. C. C. Harrield, J. Bils- 
worth Hall and Linton Solomon. After 
a further trip to Holton, the scientist 
visited Brown’s mountain. 

The remains of old Ocmulgee town, 
which have puzzled the city since the 
days of Colonel Benjamin Hawkins, 
probably include all three types of 
mounds, Mr. Stirling said. ; 

The mound close to the city limits, 
off Main street, was used by the In- 
dians in all probability for lookout 
station, he said. The ethnologist said 
the largest mound of the old Indian 
village, now covered with a growth of 
pines, gave the appearance of a dom.- 
ciliary mound on which‘ was located 
a temple.

TOWERS IN AVIATION 16 YEARS AGO 


Now Commands Bureau 


Washington, April 30.—()—Pitch- 
ed out of an airplane at a high alti- 
tude without a parachute 16 years 
ago, Commander John H. Towers has 


.plived to become chief. of the navy 


bureau of aeronautics.” 

As the oldest pilot in the navy 
in point ef service he has encount- 
ered most of the thrills others have 
experienced and, in addition, this par- 
ticular experience which he shares 
with no one in the service. 

He’ made his unique escape during 
a flight over Chesapeake Bay in June, 
1913. With Ensign William D. Bil- 
lingsley he was “bucked” from the 
plane. The ensign fell to his death, 
but Towers grabbed wildly for a strap 
and caught it. Hanging onto the 
plane as it dropped 1,700 feet, he 
— hurled into the waters of the 
ay. 

He came out of it with several 
broken ribs and internal injuries and 
spent months convalesecing. While re- 
gaining his health he received a tele- 
gram trom Josephus Daniels, then sec- 
retary of the navy, which read: “Your 
courage hag brought lasting glory to 
the navy.” 

Watched Service Grow. 

The new chief of the bureau has 
seen the naval flying service grow 
from a nucleus of three airplanes 
and as many pilots to its modern 
aerial armada of .825 machines and 
more than 700 pilots. With two 
other young naval officers he learned 
to fly in 1911—+the first of the navy 
pilots. The other two were Com- 
mander John Rodgers, who was killed 
in 1926 after making a flight from 
the Pacific coast to Hawaii, and Com- 
mander T. G. Ellyson, who was killed 
in 1928. 

The trio gained their first flying 
experience at Greenbury Point, near 
Annapolis, Maryland, where a han- 
gar was erected and three land planes 
purchased with a $25,000 appropria- 
tion by congress. The planes were 
strange contraptions as compared with 
modern planes. They were of the 
“pusher” type and were powered by 
30 horsepower engines.

Highest prices reached today for 
wheat came im the late transactions 
when offerings had become scarce and 
many previous sellers were evidently 
nervous as to whether setbacks had 
not been carried beyond a point where 
all bearish factors were more than al- 
Jowed for. Complaints of too much 
rain in parts of Kansas, with a fore- 
cast of frost tonight west and south- 
west, tended also to stimulate rallies, 
and so likewise did the fact that the 
Liverpool market today showed an 
unexpected upturn. Moreover, buying 
here on the part of houses with for- 
eign connections were also a subject 
of attention. 

Reports that European demand 
from consumer sources had enlarged 
were meanwhile current, and figures 
were at hand showing that Eurcvean 
eontinental arrivals of wheat last 
week amounted to but 5,216,000 bush- 
els against 11,800,000 bushels the 
week previous. Besides, a decrease of 
B.398,000 bushels in the world’s avail- 

ble stock of wheat was announced. 
"Export business today in wheat frum 
North America, however, was only 
moderate, 500, 000 bushels.

‘The market was also bearis!i- 
ly affected as a result of reports of 
corn planting having progressed as far 
north as Lafayette, Ind. Weather 
conditions over the corn belt as a 
whole were rather favorable, but many 
complaints of the soil being too wet 
continued to be received. Oats aver- 
aged higher owing to scantiness of 
receipts.

New York, April 30.—(/)—Passing 
of the month-end credit stringency 
with the drop in call money from 14 
to 10 per cent today started a broad 
upward movement of prices on the 
New York Curb Market.

The forward movement was pro- 
moted by a slackening of the moath- 
end eredit pinch. Call money renew- 
ed at 14 per. cent but funds came into 
the market in good volume, and the 
rate got down to 10 during the after- 
noon. Some funds were available in 


cent, 

Bankers stated, however, that there 
was no indication that the federal 
reserve bank would alter its policy 
of restraining credit for speculative 
use until there has been a very sub- 
stantial improvement in the credit 
structure. Some betterment in the 
call money market has appeared dur- 
ing April, when the renewal rate 
averaged 8.78 per cent, as compared 
to 9.5 per cent in March, but this 
was apparently due to a slackening of 
market activity, rather than more 
abundant credit. A year ago the 
April average was but 5.03 per cent. 

It is understood the. New York 
Federal Reserve bank has added about 
$25,000,000 in bills to its portfolio 
in the last few days, which has prob- 
ably helped the credit situation over 
the month-end, out .these purchases 
are said to have been made through 
repurchase agreements with dealers, 
and represent no change in policy. 
Another factor in the situation was 
the receipt of $8,000,000 in gold from 
Germany last night.

Chairman Hawley, of the house 
ways and means committee, tomorrow 
will diseuss before the chamber the 
making of a tariff. 

The present credit difficulty does 
not require a “major operation,” 
Wheeler today told the conference, 
“provided that we can induce intelli- 
gent co-operation on the part of all 
who participate in granting and using 
eredit.” 

“If physically we felt the discom- 
fort of indigestion,” he continued, “we 
would net continue to load our stom- 
achs with more food. If we have fi- 
nancial indigestion because of exces- 
sive use of credit required to carry 
securities already listed, does it not 
follow that the first step toward re- 
covery is to refuse to foist upon the 
market a mass of new securities. 

Reviewing activities to which: he 
credited the present situation, he 
pointed out that from 1924 to 1927, 
the average new issues of preferred 
and common stock were annually 
about $1.131.000,000. Last year, he 
said, $2,900.,000,000 worth of new 
shares of common and preferred stock 
were put upon the market. 

“If any restraint had then been 
shown,” he added, “we might expect 
some gradual correction; but during 
January and February there were 
brought out new- preferred and com- 
mon shares amounting to $1,130,000.- 
000°—more than 40 per cent of all 
1928 issues. 

“Banks must share responsibility 
with originating houses for failure to 
curtail further dilution of available 
credit, Wheeler warned, and neither 
the handsome profits heretofore en- 
joyed by oiginating houses, the advan- 
tages to former owners of taking 
a part of their investment out of busi- 
ness, nor the direct profits and by- 
products accruing to the underwriting 
banks should be permitted to weigh

The capacity of the home has never 
been equal to the need, and it has 
been necessary to turn children away 
constantly since the day it was open- 
ed. The present building program will 
serve to enlarge the scope of this 
splendid institution, which will also 
include a boys’ dormitory in a sep- 
arate building connected with the new 
home. The entire plant will be built 
of brick and will be fireproof.

Plans Extensive Donors’ Dance 


is conducting a drive, to be known 
as a donors’ drive, to run until May 
"8 for the purpose of raising $3,000 
toward the quota apportioned by the 
national headquarters for the Atlanta 
chapter.

Iladassah is now beginning its sev- 
enteenth year as a giver and teacher 
of health in Palestine. It has steered 


its course always mindful of its mot- 
to, “the healer of the daughter of my 
people.” From a handful of New 
York city women in 1912 it has be- 
come a mighty organization. With a 
membership of 45,000 in senior and 
junior divisions in every section of 
the United States, it is the largest 
national organization of women Zian- 
ists in the world. In Palestine, where 
it maintains 53 health institutions, 
employing nearly 700 persons, it 1s 
next to the government of Palestine 
the largest public health agency in 
the country. It raises in America 
about $600,000 annually to support 
its Palestine undertakings. 

Tourists in Palestine today marve! 
at the advanced and effective means 
that has made of that country a land 
of good health. But few are aware 
that in the process of establishing a 
modern health system an actual revo- 
lution occurred. When Hadassah, the 
Women’s Zionist Organization of 
America, sent two American-trained 
nurses to Jerusalem to do district 
nursing back in 1913, the seeds of 
revolution were sown. From then on 
there began a gradual uprooting and 
discarding of age-old superstitions, 
which made possible the new regime 
of modern ideas in health and hygiene. 

If a juxtaposition of the twentith 
and the tenth centuries could be con- 
ceived, some idea might be gleaned 
of the Herculean labors Hadassah 
has had to perform in introducing a 
modern American health program ‘into 
Palestine. Steeped in a tenacious be- 
lief in myth and magic, the natives 
of Palestine practiced all kinds of 
ancient rites to cure illness—conjur- 
ings, smearing, amulet-wearing, weird 
incantations andthe application of 
hot irons to affected portions of the 
body—intended to drive “the devil of 
illness” away. Into this medieval set- 
ting came Hadassah with the latest 
scientific ideas, Distrust, born of iz- 
norance, greeted the first Hadassah 
nurses. But the obvious benefits de- 
rived from their treatment, especially 
in cases of trachoma, the eye disease, 
quickly turned suspicion into wonder, 
even awe, and the Hadassah doctors 
and nurses were suddenly regarded as 
supernatural beings. ‘These extreme 
attitudes were gradually toned down 
as the people of Palestine began to 
understand the significance of scien- 
tific application. This work went on,

in 1918 a unit of 44  pbysicians, 
dentists, nurses, sanitarians and ad- 
ministrators were dispatched to Pales- 
tine. How great has become the in- 
fluence of this work can. be seen from 
an official report recently issued by 
the health department of the govern- 
ment of Palestine, which credits the 
Jews with having the lowest infant 
and adult mortality rate-in Palestine. 
The report states that the “extensive 
me ical and hospital service provided 
for\the Jews and the developmentyof 
maternity and child welfare. centers 
are no doubt a factor in securing this 
economy of life.” The Hadassah insti- 
tutions are open to all creeds and this 
statement shews. that there is still 
much to be done among the general 
population in Palestine, Jf any name 
has been inadvertently left: out of 
the. lists to be solicited, persons are 
requested to get in touch with Mrs.

Violated Statute, 

The Norris report declares that the 
treasury secretary as a stockholder in 
various enterprises has violated a 
hundred-year-old statute forbidding 
the head of the treastyy department 
to be interested in carrying on trade 
or commerce. 

Some members of the committee 
want an inquiry to be made into the 
Mellon visit to Canada, where the 
Aluminum company had taken over 
a power development from the Duke 
tobacco interests. : 


Friends of the treasury secretary 


argued today that his Canadian visit 
was in the interest of settling a point 
about distribution of stock in the new 
concern between the Duke company 
and the Aluminum company. They 
contended he therefore was interested 
only as a stockholder. 

After the Aluminum company took 
ever the Canadian power plant of 
the Duke interests, it was agreed that 
the stock distribution of the new en- 
terprise should be made on a basis of 
eight-ninths to the Aluminum stock- 
holders and one-ninth to the Duke 
stockholders 

Looking After Affairs. 

Friends of the secretary said it was 
his purpose in the Canadian visit to 
look after his share in that division 
of the new stock. The deposition of 
Mrs. Meljon was given to attorneys 
fot a party by the name of Haskell, 
who sued thé Duke and Aluminum 
companies for violation of the anti- 
trust laws. 

There is only a casual reference in 
the deposition to the Canadian visit 
and Senator Walsh regards this phase 
of the Mellon case as “‘vague.”’ 

Friends of the secretary are about 
to open their argument in the com- 
mittee and there is every indication 
of a close division, with the line-up on 
the Norris report in doubt. 

It is certain, however, that the re- 

ort of Senator Norris will be laid 

‘fore the senate either as a majority 
or minority report, thus forcing sen- 
ate action on it.

15,000 Police Are in Readi- 
ness in Berlin To Prevent 
Disturbances. 


Paris, April 30.—(United News.)—

for heavy police guards to prevent 
open air demonstrations to final plans 
for the great celebration in Moscow. 

Fifteen thousand police are in readi- 
ness to prevent communist demonstra- 
tions in Berlin tomorrow, which is 
the Labor day of radicals in many 
countries. 

The Communist press in Germany 
cgutinued its pleas to workmen to 
jmrade in two squares in the center 
offthe city, near the reichstag district, 
in spite of orders against any outdoor 
meetings,

labor federation here, Dudilieux, and 
26 foreigners, mostly Russians.

He reports several coveys of young 
quail seen as long as two weeks ago 
in the vicinity of Thomasville. A bit 
of arithmatic leads to astounding 
facts. Giving the usual 23 days for 
hatching, this means that the. hens 
must have started laying not later 
than about February 10, which 
about three weeks too early. 

Judge Roscoe Luke, of the 
Georgia state court of appeals, 
also reported a covey of young 
quail in the vicinity of Thomas- 
ville last week, and other coveys 
have been reported in the past 10 
days. 

There may be something of extreme 
importance in this situation and it 
may be just one of nature’s pranks. 
Many of the natives around Thomas- 
ville are inclined to believe that the 


early hatching is the resuit of cross- 
ing between the native quail and the 
Mexican variety, which have been 
planted in large numbers in that sec- 
tion. : 

Whatever the reason for _ the 
strange procedure, it should be hailed 
joyfully by the hunters of the state. 
With such a start, the quail shonid 
be very plentiful when another hunt- 
ing season comes. ‘There may also 
be an omen of danger in the phe- 
nomena. As long as the mother quail 
do not get too ambitious everything 
will be all right, but if Bob White's 
wives begin hatching out their eggs 
too soon they may be caught in the 
spring flood season and that would 
cut the quail supply seriously. 

Regardless of tlie cause, this 
peculiarity of the quail in the 
neighborhood of Thomasville will 
give the sportsmen of that section 
something to talk about.
